Rev. E. Clifford Knowles, .univer 
sity chaplain and students coun- 
sellor, told students, faculty mem- 
bers and friends ot the university 
yesterday morning at a university 
service in Moyse Hall. 

Attack on Standards 

An attack upon Christian stand- 
ards is being made hot only by the 
Godless and indifferent but by 
those people for whom the radiant 
quality of Christian life has de 
generated into a mere code of 
ethics, Mr. Knowles said. 

While people approve the' aims 
and purposes of Christianity, yet 
when a rear test' comes, they are 
not educated to pay the price, he 
continued. 

Religion learned' at a mother's 
knee Is a very beautiful thing, but 
i^try -often ltjli«iiotjcan:i^;bayond 
that stage.' "Wé haven't come "to 
terms with tlîe' faith we profess. 
We have accepted a tradition but 
have failed to understand its signi- 
ficance," he declared. 

Answer 

An answer to these problems, Mr. 
Knowles submitted, would lie in an 
honest and sincere answer to the 
question: "What think ye of 
Christ?" 

The answer calls lor "every 
power of mind and heart, and Is a 
personal matter to be investigated 
personally." 

The lesson at the service was read 
by . Dr.^.F.CCyril James, principal 
and vlce-chantelior.-

— Opposition to the proposed loyr 
alty'oath for faculty members was 
reported Increislng here. 

The purpose of the oath, accord- 
ing to the university Board of Re- 
gents, Is to protect the University 
from irresponsible charges of Com- 
munism on the campus. The oatii 
states that the signer is not s 
member of the Communist party 
or any other party advocating the 
overthrow o(. Ihe Government- by 
force. . . 

. A faculty member stated that the 
oath was opposed because of .the 
"Insistence . of the University on 
joining the oath with contracts.;* 

University authorities, however, 
have never officially stated -whether 
the signing of the oath is in any 
way connected with th<t retention 
ot staff memberc. 

Meanwhile, progress of the peti- 
tion for students' signatures in op* 
position to , the. mesure was re- 
ported "very good so far.". ; The 
chairman of the temporary coali- 
tion committee stated that 1,000 
signatures had been obtained on 40 
petitions and that the committee is 
still circulating another 60 petition^. 
He stated further that most of^the 
work was being done by Student 
Progretfi^es, with little help from 
other s^iidents.

Nationalism 
Still Present 
In Germany 

Toronto. —(CUP)— The German 
people have no guilt complex as a 
result pf the war, David N. S. 
Robertson, senior control officer In 
Braunschweig, British Zone of Ger- 
many, told a Varsity reporter. 

Hie people do feel a slight sense 
of glint but believe the war was 
waged as a result of the German 
attack on Poland. The Germans 
think that the Allies started the 
war as a. counter-attack to drive 
the Germans , out pf Poland, .and 
tiien involved ' thé nation in a 
world-wide war. 

Thé attitude of the Western Pow- 
ers toward the German nation im- 
mediately following tiie war.was 
one of harsh peace, he said. This 
ÏM^^^i^g^a^hie.\ Robertson, 
ia^anfattempTl^^ 
the meaning and workings of De- 
mocracy. 

Though deprived' of actual Na- 
tional^cIaUsm, the attitude of the 
Gernim|nBUon is still nationalistic. 
The youn«en<îérinMu^^^^ are 
changing^.! to/^'éyjworld]^ citizenship 
plan of Garry Davis, the American 
who tore up his passport and pro- 
nounced himself a citizen of the 
world. , . ' 

"The German people do hot like 
the Iron Curtain," Robertson de- 
clared, "and if the Allies do not 
break it, the Germans wilL 
Change Folloy 

He' said the British arc following 
a "let's be nice to the Germans' 
policy instead of the original Mor- 
gcnthau plan to de-induatrlalize the 
Ruhr. This policy has been follow 
cd ever-since Russian Foreign Min- 
ister Molotov promised the Ger- 
man people that the Russian pol- 
icy lyould be a lenient one, he 
aald.' ; ■ '• 

Among Geman national charac- 
teristics listed by Mr. Robertson 
was war-môiigè^g. He was not 
siire . of tiiii\ however, since , the 
Germans themselves , ascribed It to 
the Prussiens.,- 

l^e German;.- are. not ^ démon- 
cratic people In our sense, he said, 
"In the family unit, the father is 
more of aii absolute boss, than he 
is here." It Is felt by many people, 
he said, that the Germans still 
would rather be

What's the story behind the story 
you see In print? What happens to 
it in the hnr.ds of reporters, copy- 
rcadpr.s. hrad-writcrs, desk editors 
and prinlcMS? Wh.it kucs on in The 
Daily offices in the labyrinths of 
the Union basement? 

Well, first of ail, the story you 
read in The Dally might come from 
any one of several sources. The 
CUP (Canadian University Press) 
wire service mlsht let you know 
through our columns what's hap- 
pening on some olhrr campus 
through the exdiansc story system. 
Official announcements from Uni- 
versity authorities and campus or- 
ganizations are another source, but 
by far the largest amount of ma- 
terial comes to The Dally through 
its reporting staff. 

At one o'clock each week-day 
afternoon- the reporters check in. 
The Dally piihlishos five nights n 



city and clearness and (in straight 
news stories) the absence of editor- 
ial (personal) comment. Each story 
must have a "lead" (the first para- 
graph which should state all the 
essential facts very briefly) and a 
"body" (the remainder of the atory 
in which these facts are elaborated 
upon and less important ones 
added.) Features, sports, and "hu- 
man interest" stories are exempt 
from some of these rules because of 
their more personal approach. 

The Desk Editor has to worry 
about such weird-sounding things 
as slug-lines, dummies (no— not 
young reporters, they're called 
"subs"), tombstones, 1& ems, flush 
lefts, overheads, overlines. and 
oversets. 

The story is then prepared for the 
linotype operator who "sets tlie 
copy." It is type-written according 

to certain riilc», ropy-read, «nd

ters scriou.>-ly without becoming too serious." 
.. ' Just after reading this and a note from the 
Headcheese of a large eainpus organization say- 
ing that the attaclirrl story "must be printed on 
the front page of The McGill Daily," wc dis- 
covered tliat tltcrc wrio days when running a 
paper was even more difficult. 

_ Scraps of infoniiniion on what a pioneer 
editor in Canada had to face are contained in 
a catalogue of The Canadian Library As.«o- 
cialion which lias hern niirrofilminp old Cana- 
dian new.-i)aprrs. Take ilie rase of I lie pioneer 
journal of ilic west, ilip Marlrnii ("îazrtte which 
' prccfdrd tlio extension of the railway. "At its 
mception it wa.^ printed on an anny press, a 
fool-pKiprllfd Gordon jobber. This was soon re-

placed by a Campbell drum cylinder, transported 
from Benton, Montana, by 'Bull Train.' Lacking 
other means of motivation, power for this press 
was supplied by Indian braves from a nearby 
reservation. A dozen were required to run off 
the work's edition. The Indian.s sat in a row 
against the log wall and took turns keeping the 
press in motion." 

An issue of 18S3 of this paper carries a notice 
"offering sizeable rewards for the capture of 
horse and cattle thieves and for those mali- 
riotisly setting prairie fires. In the same issue 
an editorial deals with the need for a school to 
contain the multitude of children in the rom- 
iininity, running wild without the means to 
obtain even the rudiments of education." 

Then there arc listed some of the difficulties 
of the Xor'Wester, first newspaper published 
between the CiiraL Lakes and the Parific Const. 
It was begun at the Red River Settlement, by two 
young Hnclishmcn. "The first issue came out 
on Dn rmher 28, 1859," says the catalogue, "in 
spile of the fact that the ink was frozen the 
night before." 

.And no one was drmnnding subways in those 
days. The crying nerd was for faster oxen. "The 
paper and most of the press was purchased in 
St. Paul and laboriously brought to the settle- 
ment by oxcart, the journey taking 35 days to 
complete." 

However, those were the days when a man 
rould start up a newspaper if he had the inclina- 
tion. "In 1880, I-'rank Oliver, sonieliinc printer 
in the office of the Manitoba Free Press, was in 
Edmonton. Oliver and Alc.\ Taylor joined forces, 
raised $21 by subscription and Oliver returned 
to Winnipeg. There he collected a çress which 
had been advertised for sale in Winnipeg for 
four dollars, bought a six months supply of 
paper from (he Free Press, which paper made 
him a gift of some type, and arraiiprd wiiii a 
correspondent in Winnipeg. He then loaded his 
pquipnienl on an oxcart and trekked back to 
Edmonton, 700 miles over the prairie.s. The Fd- 
monion Bulletin appeared on December 6. 1880."

If an event needs a "cut" to go 
with the story one of the Daily's 
photo staff goes along with the re- 
porter. Sometimes, in a "picture 
story" like this one, the photos are 
a lot more than merely Illustration 
and actually (with their "cut-lines" 
underneath) tell a story themselves. 

Photos and "line-cuts" (the latter 
things like cartoons, black and 
white — photos, make "screen cuts" 
which allow shading and tone) have 
to be al the printers for a seven 
o'clock deadline. 

Reporters bring in their stories 
soon after the event ends. They are 
then checked for accuracy. slmpU-

These machines are immensely 
complicated monsters with a type- 
writer-like keyboard, which print 
in both ordinary type and "bold 
face" (like this), both UPPER and 
lower case. They also automatically 
c.-ist one "slug" (a single line of 
type) at a time. 

The stick-s of type are then set 
into forms with any cuts and lock- 
ed into the lay-out forms. Thij 
takes place after the final deadline 
at 12 o'clock.
